WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Fed- 
eral Barge Lines officials at St. 
Louis were instructed by the De- 
partment of Commerce today to 
investigate a labor dispute which 
tied up the company’s boats for | 
five days early this month, and to) 
fire any employes found to have | 
been on strike. 

The order followed a statement | 
yesterday by Senator Joseph A. 
Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, demanding | 
discharge of employes found to. 
have struck against the Govern- | 
ment, in violation of the Ball! 
rider to the Commerce appropri- | 
ations bill last spring, denying pay | 
to employes going on strike. 

Barge line operations were re- 
sumed Nov. 8 after employes 
agreed to negotiate the dispute 
which union officials said grew 
out of dismissal of a former dock 
employe who had been transferred 
to an office job. The man was 
said to have been dismissed after 
the office job was abolished. 

A Department of Commerce 
spokesman said the Government 
intended to make a test case out 
of the barge line work stoppage, 
to establish how far the Govern- 
ment could go in carrying out pro- 
visions of the Ball rider. Under} 
the law all Government employes, 
including barge line workers, were | 
required to sign affidavits that! 
they would not strike and were 
not members of. unions which 
would call strikes,

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Nov. 21 
(AP) — British Foreign Minister 
Ernest Bevin said today that he 
could not accept the Russian pro- 
posal for reports to the United 
Nations on disposition of troops 
on foreign soil unless it was 
amended to cover forces on do- 
mestic fronts and the whole broad 
question of disarmament, 


Bevin then formally proposed 
that troop disposition and general 
disarmament be combined into 
one subject for further discussion 
immediately. ' 

Bevin thus went a step farther 
than the general position taken 
by the United States and China, 
which called for reports on domes- 
tic armed forces as well as those 
abroad, but sought to keep the 
questions of troop data and dis- 
armament separate, These two 
powers merely asked that Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov’s 
plan be broadened without flatly 
stating opposition. 


French Approve Soviet Plan. 

France took the stand that the 
Russian proposal should be 
adopted and the question of troops 
at home considered later in the 
debate on disarmament, French 
Delegate Alexandre Parodi sug- 
gested that the U.N. fix the exact 
needs for troops stationed in ex- 
enemy states such as Germany. 

An American delegation spokes- 
man, stressing the desire for in- 
clusion of all forces in the reports, 
said Russia “had come a long 
way” toward meeting the. United 
States position.

Russia’s readiness to give a full 
accounting of Soviet troops

Errors in St. Louis personal 
property tax assessments, 3100 of 
which have been corrected with a 
reduction of $1,721,000 in assessed 
values, caused a complaint from 
Comptroller Louis Nolte to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment today.

the week. 
By early morning every mine 
manned by a UMW crew—includ- 


ing one co-operatively owned by 
the miners—was shut down. Most 
had been closed since Monday 
when more than 16,000 stopped 
work. Others closed as miners 
quit Tuesday and yesterday. 

Despite an announcement that 
mines operated by members of 
the independent Progressive Mine 
Workers would continue to work, 
three mines in the Gillespie area 
did not open today when about 
900 Progressives failed to report 
for work. They are owned by 
the Superior Coal Co. 

A company officer said: “This 
is a wildcat strike and we are 
trying to get them back.” He said 
the men gave no reason for not 
working. At Springfield, a PMW 
spokesman asserted: “This is not 
our fight.” 

Miners Go Hunting. 

Throughout the large coal area, 
many miners planned to hunt and 
some of them already had caught 
their first ‘coons. 

Here, in nearby West Frank- 
fort and up in Centralia, the 
miners had little to say about the 
strike, They talked largely of 
hunting. At Dyner’s Tavern here, 
a number participated in a ‘coon 
supper washed down with beer 
last night. 

The little talk about the strike 
concerned the long hours the men 
had worked and assertions they 
would remain out until they got 
a new contract with shorter 
hours. One UMW officer said 
the men had been willing to 
“string along with a _ nine-hour 
day during the war,” but wanted

MIRROR THAT CAN 
BE SEEN THROUGH 


NOW FOR CIVILIANS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 21 (AP)— 
Peacetime application of a highly 
secret wartime development, the 
transparent mirror, was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Libbey- 
Owens-Ford Glass Co. 

The transparent mirror func- 
tions as a mirror when viewed 
from one side, but is transparent 
when viewed from the other. 

The company suggested such 
uses as house and apartment doors 
which would allow residents to ex- 
amine callers without revealing 
their own presence, glazing of 
shower stalls and fireplace screens, 
observation windows in child be- 
havior clinics and psychiatric 
wards of hospitals, “security” win- 
dows in banks, brokerage offices, 
post offices and department stores. 

Transparent mirrors, the com- 
pany pointed out, must both re- 
flect and transmit light, 

The mirror is surfaced by molec- 
ular bombardment with metal, in 
this case a chrome alloy, through 
thermal evaporation in a high 
vacuum. The key to the perform- 
ance of the mirror is the almost 
incredible thinness of the surfac- 
ing film, the company explained. 
The film is four 10-millionths of 
one inch thick. It would take 11,- 
000 such thicknesses to equal that 
of a sheet of newspaper. 

The film is placed on the giass 
in a vacuum from which 99.99999 
per cent of the air has been re-. 
moved,

ALEXANDRIA, Va., Nov. 21 
(AP)—The morning newspapers 
gave John L, Lewis news of what 
was in store for him today, 

While a sidewalk crowd of re- 


porters and curious bystanders 
watched, a servant emerged from 
the front door of Lewis’s home in 
this suburban Washington com- 
munity at 8 a.m. picked up a 
newspaper on the porch and 
ducked back into the house. 

The headlines on Washington 
newspapers read: 

“U. S. Ready to Jail John L.” 
“U. S. to Ask Jail for Lewis.” 

Shortly after 9 a.m, a messenger 
arrived at the home with two tele- 
grams. The servant took them at 
the door and returned inside. 

The lights at the Lewis home 
blinked out before midnight last 
night and the boss of the AFL 
United Mine Workers apparently 
slept as the second general walk- 
out of miners this year got under 
way, 

The deadline Lewis had set for 
expiration of his contract with the 
Government passed at that hour 
without a flutter from his resi- 
dence. Out in the coal fields the 
mine strike was on. In the dark- 
ened Lewis home nobody stirred, 

Nobody Comes or Goes, 

Throughout the night nobody 
entered the big old colonial frame 
house, and nobody left. 

Once a reporter knocked on the 
door, wishing to ask whether 
Lewis would have anything to say. 
The houseman who responded 
gave him this word: “Mr. Lewis 
is not to be disturbed.” 

A few of the curious, mostly 
‘teen age boys and girls, joined 
the waiting reporters and photog- 
raphers from time to time, stood 
around a while -in the evening, 
then left.

‘It’s Holiday Time, We Don’t Want

LIBRARY, Pa., Nov. 21 (UP)— 
They came out of the mines at 
midnight grim and determined to 
sit it out.

Some Anthracite Miners Out. 

Reports from the field indicated 
some anthracite miners were join- 
ing the 400,000 bituminous diggers 
in a stoppage that could eventu- 
ally touch all industry. Some 
10,000 hard coal miners were idle 
in Pennsylvania, closing 12 mines. 

The UMW's 80,000 hard coal dig- 
gers are not involved directly in 
the bituminous dispute. They are 
under a separate pact also nego- 
tiated by Lewis. 

The work stoppages were spon- 
taneous. There were no pickets at 
the mines and only necessary 
maintenance men entered UMW- 
organized pits. 

The solid fuels administration 
reported that 142 independent coal 
mines were Operating but that 
apparently all United Mine Work- 
ers pits were closed. The 142 
mines—non-union and some pro- 
gressive union mines—employ 13,- 
412 men and have a daily produc- 
tion of 106,900 tons. 

The SFA said today's soft coal 


production should total around 
200,000 tons and added “we are 
losing 2,000,000 tons of coal in 
today’s shutdown.” 

In all-out action, the adminis- 
tration was reported also to be 
preparing to seek punishment for 
any local union leaders or others 
who are found to be encouraging 
a strike. 

A high authority said this. is 
the Government's operating plan 
under President Truman's _ in- 
structions to “fight this one out 
to the finish”: 

1. Evidence is being collected 
with a view to prosecuting un- 
der the Smith-Connally act any- 
one, from Lewis on down, whom 
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the government may contend is 


encouraging a strike. The Smith- 
Connally law forbids encourag- 

ing or inciting a strike in a 
government-operated mine or 
plant. Conviction carries a pen- 
alty of $5000 fine or a year in 
jail. 

2. Study is being given to the 
possibility of “freezing” the 
United Mine Workers $13,500, 
000 union fund. This will be 
done if a way can be found 
around “legal technicalities.” 

Army Ready. 

In the mounting crisis, United 
States troops stood ready to move 
into the coal fields to prevent 
violence—but _not to mine coal. 
Unit commanders were alerted. 

Government officials also kept 
an anxious ear to the ground for 
any manifestations of a general 
upheaval by labor. The AFL 
with its 7,150,000 union members 
and the CIO with its 6,000,000 al- 
ready have thrown their moral 
gupport behind Lewis. 

By resolution at its Atlantic 
City convention, the CIO termed 
Judge Goldsborough’s order an 
attempt to impose “economic 
slavery” on the miners. 

AFL President William Green, 
in a statement, declared the order 
“represents force, violence and the 
threat of punishment.” 

“All American labor unites with 
the mine workers in condemning 
this reversion to the archaic phil- 
osophy of government by injunc- 
tion.” he said.

General Outlook. 


Government opinions conflicted 
as to the general outlook, Coal 
Mines Administrator Ny H. Collis- 
son said the country is in a favor- 
able condition on coal reserves, 
with just about the same stock- 
piles as before last spring's 59- 
day strike. Collisson declared 
anthracite hard coal is the most 
important domestic heating fuel, 
and that bituminous soft coal is 
used chiefly for industry. 

By contrast, the Civilian Produc- 
tion Administration said there are 
sufficient reserves only “to fill the 
most urgent needs.” 

One Governm nt official said the 
Administration was counting heav- 
ily on public opinion to end the 
strike, and declared that time was 
running out on Lewis because:

Secretary of Interior Krug kept

LEGAL PROBLEMS 
ARE INVOLVED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (UP)— 
The showdown between John L. 
Lewis and the Administration will 
hand the courts some weighty le- 
gal questions. 

The questions will be: 

1. Is the Norris-LaGuardia 
anti-injunction law binding on 
the Government as well as pri 
vate industry in labor disputes. 
And is it constitutional in any 
sense? 

2.18 the “no contract, no 
work” policy long followed by 
the United Mine Workers a 
“strike under a different name? 
The immediate question was 
whether Lewis and his henchmen 
were in contempt of United States 
District Court which issued a tem- 
porary order restraining the UMW, 
Lewis and other persons associat- 
ed with them from carrying out 
the notice that mine union was 
terminating its contract as of last 
midnight. 

Other Questions. 

Other questions of law involved 
will arise when, and if, action is 
taken against Lewis and others 
under the Smith-Connally War La- 
bor Disputes Act. 

Once Lewis was adjudged in 
contempt and sentence imposed, 
he could take an appeal to the 
court of appeals and in all prob- 
ability obtain freedom under bond 
pending disposition of the appeal. 

The Government, if anxious to 
speed final adjudication of the 
case, could then ask the supreme 
court to take over the case. The 
high court could reach down into 
the lower court, bring the case up 
on its own docket and proceed 
with hearing forthwith. 


Action against Lewis under the 
Smith-Connally Act could be start- 
ed in two ways: 

1. A feGeral grand jury hear- 
ing could be conducted. 

. The Government could file 
a criminal information charging 
him with violations. This has 
the effect of ag indictment and 
is often wsed to speed court 
hearing of a criminal case. 


Lewts’s Possible Contention. 

In any action under the Smith- 
Connally Act, Lewis would con- 
tend that he had not called a 
strike—that he simply had said 
the contract was terminated and 
that he had a legal right to do so. 

The Government already has 
argued that the termination no- 
tice constituted “a call to strike.” 

The anti-injunction provision of 
the Norris-LaGuardia act has 
never been tested in court. 

There have been numerous tests 
of similar legislation passed by 
various states and time and again 
the supreme court held = gsuch 
laws to be unconstitutional. The 
court’s reasoning was that such 
legislation deprived employers 
and the public cz the right of 
due process, 


RESIGNATIONS OF INDUSTRY

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP) 
—President Truman has accepted 
the resignations of the two indus- 
try members of the Wage Stabi- 
lization Board, A. Colman Barrett, 
one of these members, announced 
today.

BYRD FOR SPECIAL SESSION 
ON LABOR LAWS IF NEEDED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP)— 
Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
said in a statement today that 
“never has a clearer. case of a 
direct strike against the Govern- 
ment been presented.” 

Byrd urged President Truman 
in his statement to call a special 
session, “providing present labor 
laws to be strengthened” to meet 
the situation. 

Action in the crisis in which 
John L. Lewis is the central 
character would be a warning, 
Byrd said, “to other national 
labor leaders who are waiting to 
make similar threats against the 
Government and the American 
people.” 

Byrd predicted that additional 
cost increases would mean that 
mine owners would refuse to take 
back properties operated for the 
last six months by the Govern- 
ment. This, he contended, would 
result in nationalization of the 
coal mines and “inevitably” would 
be followed by nationalization of 
the railroads and other utilities.

His testimony, in the Interstate 


Commerce Commission hearing at | 


City Hall on the railroad's appli- | 


cation for a St. 
completes the estimates of new 
business that the Santa Fe and 
Burlington lines expect to receive 
if the request is approved. 

Gallaher's estimates on new pas- 
geenger revenues, added 
mates on other new business for 
the two carriers, shows that the 
Santa Fe and Burlington antici- 
pate an additional $9,708,495 in 
new gross freight and passenger 
revenues if the Santa Fe is per- 
mitted to enter St. Louis 
operation with the Burlington. 

New business for the Santa Fe 
was estimated at $7,219,711, in- 
cluding $6,065,335 in additional 
freight revenue, and new business 
for the Burlington, $2,488,784, in- 
cluding $2,022,564 in added freight 
receipts and $466,220 in additional 
passenger revenue. 

Three Trains Each Way. 

Gallaher testified daily St. 
Louis-Los Angeles passenger serv- 
ice with an elapsed running @ime 
of 38 hours and 15 minutes is 
proposed by operation of a fast 
St. Louls-Kansas City passenger 
train which will connect with the 
Santa Fe's crack streamlined 
“Super Chief,” an _  all-Pullman 
train, and the “El Capitan,” an 
all-coach train, which operate on 
alternate days. 

He said the Santa Fe and 
Burlington would jointly operate 
three trains a day each way be- 
tween St. Louis and Kansas City, 
two of them to have a fast five- 
hour achedule between the two 
points. 
night train. 

The Santa Fe-Burlington train 
leaving St. Louis at 8:30 p.m. will 
arrive at Kansas City at 1:30 a.m., 
joining the “Super Chief” or “ 
Capitan” there and arriving in 
Los Angeles at 8:45 a.m. of the 
third day. The 38 hour and 
minute schedule would be main- 
tained on the eastbound trip, leav- 
ing Los Angeles at 8 p.m. and 
reaching St. Louis at 12:15 p.m, 

Gallaher compared this service 
with existing St. Louis-Los An- 
geles service, as follows: Missouri 
Pacific-Rock Island through sleep- 
er schedule of 46 hours and 55 
minutes: the Wabash-Union Pa- 
cific, 49 hours and 45 minutes, 
and the Missouri - Pacific - Texas 
and Pacific-Southern-Pacific, 63 
hours and 30 minutes.

He also estimated the Santa Fe 
would lose to the Burlington 
about 14,600 passengers a year on 
its Kansas City-Chicago lines, as 
a result of improved Burlington 
service through use of shorter and 
faster Santa Fe tracks between 
Kansas City and Bucklin,. Mo. 
This will mean an additional loss 
of $131,400 a year in passenger 
revenues. 

The Santa Fe, however, antici- 
pates a gain of $551,948 a year in 
passenger revenues if it is able to 
provide through service to and 
from St. Louis, Gallaher said, and 
will receive $858,656 a year as its 
share of the joint operation of the 
St. Louis-Kansas City trains. 
Comparable With Chicago Service. 

In completing his direct testi- 
mony, Gallaher said the same type 
of locomotive equipment and serv- 
ice would be maintained on its 
proposed Kansas City-St. Louis 
line as is maintained on the Kan- 
sas City-Chicago line. He said that 
if the Santa Fe’s application is de- 
nied, the railroad has no interest in 
attempting to provide passenger 
service to St. Louis via ether rail- 
roads, 

During cross-examination by A. 
'L. Reed, chief counsel for op- 
ponent railroads, Gallaher was 


‘asked if this meant the Santa Fe | 


/ was proposing the new passenger 
‘service on a “take-it-or-leave-it 
basis.” He replied, “Substantially, 
yes.” 

In response to a question wheth- 
‘er the railroad would attempt to 
‘keep St. Louis passenger traffic 
away from its western lines, if the 
application is denied, Gallaher 
said no, but that it is to the com- 
/pany’s interest at present to move 
‘all passengers possible through the

NEW-FOUND PLASTIC 
STRONGER, LIGHTER 
THAN ALUMINUM 


BUFFALO, N.Y., Nov. 21 (AP) 
—A new plastic substance lighter 
than any metal is claimed by the 
Cornell Aeronautical Laboratories. 

The material is 20 to 30 per cent 
stronger and 40 per cent lighter 
than aluminum and possesges 30 
times the contact resistance of 
other plastics, according to Nor- 
man E. Wahl, who directed the 
development in the laboratory's 
wood and plastics division, 

Wahl said the plastic. should 
prove to “doubting aeronautical 
engineers” that “a structural air- 
craft item can be built of plastic 
and be better than aluminum.” 

The new plastic, which is made 
of giass cloth dipped in plastic 
resins, will be used in a dome 
housing new radar equipment on 
an AT-26 plane during tests here. 

Wahl asserts that use of the 
dome will increase in-flight radar 
efficiency by about 10 per cent, 
since the material has electrical 
properties which reduce absorp- 
tion of radar waves from as much 
as 18 per cent to 3 per cent. 

He said the laboratory is study- 
ing new engineering designs en- 
abling use of plastic for military 
aircraft.

Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wailach said today he had re- 
ceived no complaint about. the 
fund distribution, which he de- 
scribed as “ a matter involving 
civil law.” “No criminal action 
is indicated that I can see,” Wal- 
lach commented. 

The Post-Dispatch learned there 
were 14 dissenting votes and 38 
“yeas” when the vote on the split 
was taken by the Police and Fire 
Department members, whose ex- 
pressed position is that, “We 
worked for the fund, paying dues 
and ringing doorbells and selling 
tickets to the annual benefit 
dance,” 

The last dance, held last year 
at Kiel Auditorium with a “name 
band” as the attraction, netted 
the fund $10,000, the association 
treasurer, Desk Sergt. John C. 
Cole, told a reporter. University 
City residents, and others, have 
been requested annually by police- 
men and firemen calling at homes 
to purchase tickets for the dance, 
formerly held in the gymnasium 
at Washington University. 


Fire Capt. Ernest Byrne, presi- 
dent of the benefit association, told 
a reporter the “kitty” was split 
after association members heard 
rumors the city planned to take 
the fund over as part of a mu- 
nicipal pension system, which the 
policemen and (firemen have 
sought. “We have been trying for 
several years to have a pension 
plan put to a vote, but there has 
been nothing but delay,” Byrne ob- 
served.

Suspensions Here Due to 
Mine 
fective: Monday—More 
May Be Cut Off,

Nine St. Louis passenger trains, 
and possibly others, will be sus- 
pended Monday in compliance 
with an Office of Defense Trans- 
portation order directing railroads 
to reduce coal-consuming passen- 
ger operations by 25 per cent be- 
cause of the coal emergency, 

Meanwhile, Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann today received a tele- 
gram from Dan H,. Wheeler, dep- 
uty Solid Fuels Administrator, 
stating that the area distribution 


manager for the SFA had been 
instructed to release minimum re- 
quirements of Arkansas slack coal 
to briquetting plants to permit 
their continued operation. The 
St. Louis briquetting plant proc- 
esses about 1000 tons of briquettes 
a day, which is estimated to be 
about 25 per cent of the city’s 
daily domestic consumption of 
low-volatile fuel. 

Two of the trains which will 
suspend operation Monday are 
those operated by the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy railroad be- 
tween St. Louis and Savanna, III. 
These are trains No. 51, leaving 
St. Louis at 9:26 p.m., and No. 52, 
which arrives here at 7:05 a.m, 


The Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
announced suspension of four St. 
Louis-Chicago trains No. 21, 
which arrives here at 5:15 p.m.; 
No. 22, which departs at 9:35 
a.m.; No, 23, which arrives at 
6:30 a.m., and No, 24, which de- 
parts at 10:45 p.m, 

The Illinois Central will, discon- 
tinue two St. Louis - Carbondale, 
Ill., trains—No, 205, which departs 
at 6:45 p.m., and No. 226, which 
arrives here at 9:05 p.m. 

The New York Central will sus- 
pend Train No, 418, which leaves 
here at noon for Indianapolis, 
Cincinnati and Cleveland. 


Similar action may be taken by 
other railroads, although availabil- 
ity of oil-burning engines will 
make curtailment of passenger 
service here less drastic than in 
some other sections. 

St. Louls gas and electric utill- 
ties have reserve coal supplies suf- 
ficient to continue operations for 
four to six weeks. 


William L. Smith, state purchas- 
ing agent, at Jefferson City, ex- 
pressed the opinion that most 
Missouri penal institutions and 
hospitals have enough coal to last 
them 90 days. 

The State Penitentiary at Jeffer- 
son City and other state institu- 
tions have gone on an emergency 
operating basis to conserve coal, 
it was reported. The prison, with 
enough coal on hand to last only 
30 days under normal operation, 
was cutting down on steam, elec- 
tricity and prison industries and 
Chief Engineer Roscoe C. Collier 
estimated the coal supply could be 
stretched to Jast 40 days.

CHICAGO, Nov. 21 (UP)—Mem- 
bers of a gambling syndicate 
which got its start in the hey-day 
of Al Capone are pocketing fat 
profits from widespread gambling 
on college football games, a Chi- 
cago anti-crime leader reported to- 
day. 

Virgil Peterson, secretary of the 
Chicago Crime Commission, 


charged that betting on football 
parlay cards, spreading among 
college and university students, 
was a “vicious racket” definitely 
in the hands of the old Capone 
syndicate. 

As Peterson’s charges were 
made, the University of IMlinois 
disciplinary committee at Cham- 
paign was considering the an- 
swers given by three students to 
questioning on their parts in dis- 
tributing the cards on the campus. 
A committee member gave an 
implied admission of the wide- 
spread nature of the gambling by 
asserting that the three students 
would get only a reprimand “be- 
cause there are so many involved 
that we can't punish everybody.” 
University authorities declined to 
disclose the students’ names. 
Authorities here said it was 
known that students on some 
campuses act as agents for dis- 
tributing the cards. They said 
that some could make as high as 
$100 or $150 a week on their 20 to 
25 per cent of the “take” on the 
cards, 

Some students have built the 
business to the point where they 
employ other students as runners, 
some sources said.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 21 
(AP)—CIO President Philip Mur- 
ray said today the CIO is “not 
threatening strikes” and is “not 
‘running around this nation with 
‘a club in its hands, threatening 
ithe people.” 

In a speech to the CIO conven- 
tion, Murray said to industry: 

“Come on: be decent; be gentle- 
men, sit around the bargaining 
tables and let us arrive at mutu- 
ally satisfactory wage agreements 
without resort to strikes. That is 
our position. It is not the atti- 
tude of he. bludgeoned fist, 
threatening the nation.” 

Murray spoke after Walter 
Reuther, president of the United 
Aute Workers, had called for a

gle CIO union in a fight for high- 
er wages. 

After Murray and  Reuther 
spoke, the convention unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution calling 
‘for “substantial” wage increases.

In the meanwhile, the likelihood 
is that County Gas will be oper- 
ated as a separate unit under 
Laclede, following consummation 
of the deal. This method would 
| be comparable to that in effect 
for more than a year and a half 
in the electrical utility, whereby 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri has 
kept temporarily as a separate 
division the operations of Laclede 
|Power & Light Co., a former cor- 
porate affiliate of Laclede Gas,

American. 


Adjustment of gas rates wil] be 
an immediate question, which 
probably will take some time to 
settle.

The question of wholesale 
charges for natural gas brought 
here by the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corp. pipe line came up yesterday 
in arguments before the United 
States Cireuit Court of Appeals at 
Washington in the company’s ap- 
peal from a rate reduction ordered 
by the Federal Power Commission, 

Laclede is impounding in a sepa- 
rate bank account the difference 
between the lower rates, at which 
it is being billed currently, and the 
old rates, and it has agreed to 
pass on to city consumers what- 
ever rate cut is finally upheld. 
County Gas has made no such 
agreement and is merely segregat- 
ing on its books the difference be- 
tween the higher and lower whole- 
sale charges. What Laclede may 
do concerning county customers in 
the matter of possible refunds re- 
mains to be determined. 

One differential might occur in 
the final adjustment of rates as 
between city and county. The city 
of St. Louis collects a tax of 5 per 
cent on Laclede’s gross revenue, 
now earned only in the city. This 
will continue to apply to the city 
but not to revenue de- 
rived in the county. Laclede un- 


| derstands that the county govern- 


ment has no authority to apply 
such a tax on a county-wide scale 
and that none of the county mtu- 
nicipalities has undertaken to 
adopt such a levy within its bor- 
ders on business of County Gas. 

The sale of County Gas is sub- 
ject to approval of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. SEC’s 
action also would have to include 


a waiver of its rule for formal com- 


petitive bidding, the bidding in this 
instance having been of informal 
character. North American is re- 
quired by SEC to divest itself of 
County Gas among numerous util- 
ity holdings, under the death-sen- 
tence clause of the Public Utility 
Holding Company Act. 

Third important Divestment. 

The sale marks the third im- 
portant divestment by North Amer- 
ican under the act, the Detroit 
Edison and Pacific Gas & Elec- 
tric Co, having been eliminated as 
subsidiaries through distribution 
of stock shares in payment of divi- 
dends on North American com- 
mon. Proceeds of the sale, ac- 
cording to Edward L. Shea, presi- 
dent of North American, will be 
applied to the reduction of the 
company’s $47,000,000 bank loan. 


The transaction must also be ap- 
proved by Laclede stockholders. 
Since the financial reorganization 
of Laclede early last year, the 
holding of the stock has been wide- 
ly scattered across the country. 

The City of St. Louis has urged 
SEC to approve sale to Laclede, 
arguing that this would result in 
operating economies beneficial to 
consumers and would contribute 
to smoke abatement by encourag- 
ing wider use of gas for heating. 
Sale to Laclede has been opposed 
by the St. Louis: County Court, or 
administrative commission, and by 
the League of Municipalities in 


the county, on the ground that 

county consumers might be sub- 

jected to rate increases. 
Financing Arrangements. 

Laclede, as has been told, has 
arranged to finance the purchase 
by a bank loan and by an addi- 
tion to its mortgage bond issue, 
The Post-Dispatch learned today 
that these will total $13,000,000, in 
addition to which Laclede will 
draw to some extent on a rela- 
tively large volume of cash on 
hand. 

Northwestern Mutual Life In- 
surance Co, of Milwaukee will take 
mortgage bonds for $6,500,000, 
bearing interest at 3% per cent. 
Five of the larger St. Louis banks, 
as has been told, will share in a 
10-year loan of $6,500,000, also car- 
rying 3% per cent interest. 

Laclede wil] retire, out of the 
financing proceeds, its present is- 
sue of debentures, which carry 
3% per cent interest and are due 
in the period of 1948-55, Funded 
debt of the combined companies 
after the program is carried out 
will amount to $32,000,000. Assets 
of Laclede, in the city, exceeded 
$42,666,000 at the end of last year. 


TEACHERS VOTE 10 STRIKE

ST. PAUL, Nov. 21 (AP) 
A strike of 1000 St. Paul teach- 
ers who plan to picket the public 
schools is scheduled for next Mon- 
day in an attempt to enforce sal- 
ary demands. School authorities 
say they would like to grant the 
demands but cannot because of 
city charter restrictions on ex- 
penditures.

“Atomic Chain Reaction.” 

At West Frankfort the miners 
have remained away from the 
UIMW office, but one of their rep- 
resentatives compared the sapread 
of the pre-deadline wildcat strikes 
to an atomic chain reaction, 

“The wildcats didn’t happen at 
once,” he said. “The men quit in 
one mine. Word passed along to 
another and the men quit there.” 
He said there was considerable 
hard feeling over the possibility 
that “the Government might send 
Lewis to jail.” 

Ever since the last mine work- 
ers’ convention, the UMW man 
said, the miners have been talk- 
ing among themselves about short- 
er hours. They cited the conven- 
tion’s stand on a shorter work- 
day, he said. When Lewis re- 
leased the ‘word that the contract 
was going to be terminated, they 
simply quit, he said. 

One of the last mines to end 
operations was the Glenridge mine 
of the Marion County Coal Co., a 
co-operative organization about 
three miles north of Centralia. At 
midnight, the late shift continued 
to work, but quit when finished 
with its tasks at 1 a.m. 


Question of Scabbing. 

One of the 154 miners who own 
the company said the men real- 
ized they were striking against 
themselves, but. not to do so would 
amount “to scabbing on brother 
union members.” All employes, 
including the superintendent, are 
members of the UMW. 

A UMW officer here asserted the 
men were behind Lewis “100 per 
cent.” They consider him as “the 
boss,” he said. “They will follow 
him all the way.” 

“The men feel they have been 
kicked around,” he _ continued. 
“They have a nine-hour day in- 
cluding portal to portal, but they 
put in 12 to 14 hours each day 
getting from home to the mine 
and back home.” He told of one 
man who left nightly at 9:45: and 
arrived home the next morning at 
10 o’clock, 

“There's been a lot of protest in 
local union meetings,” he _ said. 
“The men had a seven-hour con- 
tract before the war and they want 
it back.” He emphasized they re- 
fused to take a pay cut, however, 
“because the cost of living has ris- 
en to where they can’t, afford a 
cut.” 

Notice of Termination. 

The last notice received from 
the UMW's Washington  head- 
quarter. came over the weekend, 
he said, It was information that 
the UMW had served notice on 
the Government that its contract

Bevin, making his first speech 
before the U.N. here in commit- 
tee, stressed that the subjects of 
disarmament and troops disposi- 
tion were really one. 

“If this (troop disposition) is 
taken as a single contribution, we 
cannot accept it but we will go 
along if the whole thing is taken 
together,” he told the General 
Assembly's 54-nation Security and 
Political Committee, 

Bevin then sharply questioned 
the purpose of the proposed troop 
reports. Noting that Molotov had 
said that the returns would have 
“great political effect,” he asked: 
“Is this being done for political 
effect or disarmament?” 

Bevin said what was really in- 
volved was whether nations could 
accept a new system whereby, in- 
stead of keeping great national 
armies, they would back the U.N. 

Molotoy took the floor briefly 
again to declare that he had 
called yesterday for the troop in- 
formation principally for the use 
of the Military Staff Committee, 
which is charged with the task 
of setting up an international po- 
lice force drawn from member 
states. 

“Unless the Military Staff Com- 
mittee gets this information it 
will be impossible to complete 
its task and plan the United Na- 
tions force needed under the char- 
ter,” he asserted. He said the 
U.N., with the data at hand, could 
judge “whether the question of 
troops in foreign countries is a 
question of serious political im- 
portance.” 

Chinese Reply to Molotov. 

Chinese Delegate V. K. Welling- 
ton Koo, in anouncing his coun- 
try’s stand, repeated that United 
States troops were in his country 
at the specific request of his Gov- 
ernment. He said they were “not 
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interfering in internal affairs and 
gave cause for no friction or mis: 
understanding.” 

Molotov yesterday indicated 
that the presence of United States 
troops in. China was the cause of 
anxiety. 

Koo said. he was ready to sup- 
port the Russian plan because it 
might implement the work of the 
Military Staff Committee in set- 
ting up an international police 
force and because it would facili- 
tate work on the broad problem 
of reducing armaments. 

“The reduction of armaments 
Which is essential to peace is a 
subject where it is necessary to 
have complete information on the 
total armed forces of all nations,” 
he asserted. 

Panama Statement on Bases. 

Ricardo J. Alfaro, foreign min- 
ister of Panama, said that air 
and naval bases had been estab- 
lished in his country by the United 
States for protection. of the Pan- 
ama Canal with full consent of 
his government.

RUSSIAN CENSORSHIP POLICY 
T0 BE CHANGED IN BERLIN 


BERLIN, “a 21 (AP) — The 
‘ussians have notified German 
editors that they plan within the 
next two weeks to abandon pre- 
publication censorship of news- 
papers they control in Berlin and 
substitute post-publication censor- 
ship, it was learned today,

“I believe you will agree that a 
man perfectly well might find him- 
self in a hospital in short order if 
his friends should start collectively 
feeling his pulse at frequent in- 
tervals, running apprehensive 
hands over his brow and telling 
him again and again how wretched 
he looked. He would be a strong 
man indeed if he didn’t get sick 
under such treatment. 

“I do not see how a fair ap- 
praisal of ‘America today’ can jus- 
tify any feeling that a material 
recession in ‘America tomorrow’ 
is inevitable.” 

Evidences of Prosperity. 

He cited industrial production 
at “a peacetime high,” a record. 
peacetime employment, freight car 
loadings in October at the peak 
‘since 1930, steel production at a 
postwar peak, and electric power 
‘output at a record high level as 
proofs of a record prosperity. 

“The liquid assets of individ- 
uals,” he added, “are now about 
199 billion dollars—an_ all-time 
high. This compares with less 
than 70 billion at the end of 1941. 
These assets are more widely dis- 
tributed than ever before, which is 
another important factor in our 
economic well-being, 

“The net working capital of 
American corporations nearly dou- 
| bled during the war years, and was 
estimated at 54 billion at the end 
of June—a record high.” 

Snyder hinted at opposition to 
any large reduction in taxes, as 
promised by some Republican 
leaders, but made no flat state- 
ment on this point. He said that 
“it is imperative that we reduce 
our debt burden now, while we are 
experiencing great prosperity.” 

Fisenhower Speaks. 

Gen. Eisenhower, after accept- 
ing a scrol] of honor—the fourth 
presented in the 40-year history 
of th® club—said he had had a 
unique experience in addressing | 
the CIO convention at Atlantic 
City earlier in the day. 

He said he suspected his pres- 
ent audience had control of a 
reat deal of power and added: 

' “Just as any general, even with 
‘the brilliance of Napoleon, could 
not win a battle without troops, 
so all your brains and wealth 
could not produce a single bushel 
of corn without hands to do it. 
“Democracy can be defined in 
one word—co-operation. We have

Thousands Expected to 
Be Removed in Action 
Against Ultra-National- 
ist Directors, 


TOKYO, Nov. 21 (AP)—The Jap- 
anese Government today ordered 
ultra - nationalistic industrialists 
and newspaper directors purged 
from their offices. Thousands 
were expected to be removed. 

Today’s action had been antici- 
pated two weeks ago when 250,000 
to 400,000 ultra-nationalists were 
ordered ousted’ from _ provincial 
government offices. 

Employes of such Tokyo news- 
papers as Asahi and Mainichi, 
Japan’s two most powerful jour- 
nals, forced out the top wartime 
executives in democratization 
movements shortly after the occu- 
pation began. Similarly, many key 
economic figures were caught by 
previous political housecleanings 
Or were forced into retirement by 
reorganization of the Zaibatsu 
(family monopolies). 

Today’s action—like. all occupa- 
tion purges, inspired by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur—was the first 
official action directed specifically 
against industrialists or news- 
paper directors. 

The order provided for: 

Investigation cf editors ir chief, 
managing editors and news editors 
of all of the country’s leading 
newspapers and of Kyodo and Jiji 
news agencies, both organized aft- 
er the occupation on the ruins of 
the former Government-controlled 
Domei agency; top men in the 
Japan Broadcasting Corp., includ- 
ing Radio Tokyo; magazines, and 
motion pictures and_ theater 
chains. 

Automatic elimination of war- 
time key executives of holding 
companies on MacArthur’s Zaibat- 
su blacklist; of companies with 
authorized capitalization exceed- 
ing 100,000,000 yen ($6,666,667); of

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. 
G picture cam who sent a motion 


picture camera aloft in a Ger- 

man V-2 rocket obtained pic- 
tures of the earth at an altitude of 
65 miles, it was disclosed yester- 
day. 

At this altitude more than one- 
half of the United States theoreti- 
cally would have been visible to 
an observer with unobstructed 
vision. 

Such an observer, an official 
statement said “could have had a 
clear view of San Diego, Salt Lake 
City, Kansas City and San An- 
tonio.” 

The camera, of course, failed to 
take in this much territory. The 
best shot was obtained at about 
35 miles altitude and covers an 
estimated 40,000 square miles of 
earth at the horizon, with the 
camera around 720 miles away. 

It shows clouds between the 
earth and the camera; the earth 
is distinguishable, and the sky 
and earth may be seen at the 
horizon. Scientists said the earth’s 
curvature may be noted in this 
picture. 

The camera began recording 
when only 100-feet in the air. Ap- 
parently the rocket tilted when 
about 1000 feet in the air and it 
caught a good picture of the 
blockhouse at the Army ordnance 
proving ground at White Sands, 
N. M., where it was launched, 
Some of the other pictures were 
taken at an altitude too high for 
landsmarks to be distinguishable. 
Some experts think one photo- 
graph showed the Boulder Dam 
and the Colorado river, from an 
altitude of about 60 miles. An- 
other, at 45 miles, shows a moun- 
tain range.

The State Cuts Salaries

Not to Be Disturbed! 


“Mr. Lewis is not to be disturbed.” 

Such was the message delivered to representa- 
tives of the press—and through them to the na- 
tion—on behalf of the chief of the United Mine 
Workers of America as the coal strike deadline 
came and went. 

Mr. Lewis is not to be disturbed! 

Was there ever in the entire history of labor 
relations in this country a more defiant, a more 
selfish, a more contemptuous answer by one man 
in the face of national crisis? 

The United States of America can be para- 
lyzed industrially—but Mr. Lewis is not to be 
disturbed. 

Transportation can be seriously crippled and 
elements of it brought to a dead halt—but Mr. 
Lewis is not to be disturbed. 

Food shipments to the distressed of the world 
can be tied up and brownouts which affect the 
welfare and safety of the young, the aged and 
the sick, can be required—but Mr. Lewis is not 
to be disturbed. 

Hardship and privation can be set in motion 
for hundreds of thousands of workers—but Mr. 
Lewis is not to be disturbed. 

The validity of a contract with the Federal 
Government can be denied at will by one of the 
contracting parties—but Mr. Lewis is not to be 
disturbed. 

The provisions of the Smith-Connally Act, 
which forbid the incitement or encouragement 
of strikes against Government-operated indus- 
tries, can be flouted or evaded—but Mr. Lewis 
is not to be disturbed. 

The efforts to avert disaster by a President 
and an Administration which have been friendly 
to the point of weakness with organized labor 
can be ignored—but Mr. Lewis is not to be dis- 
turbed. 

The United States Government, in a time 
when democracy is being weighed by the peo- 
ples of the world as an alternative to Commu- 
nism as a way of life, can be made to seem im- 
potent. “But Mr. Lewis is not to be disturbed! 

This newspaper regrets the necessity of using 
the force of an injunction against John L. Lewis 
or any other labor leader. We opposed the long 
misuse of the restraining order by industry 
through the Federal Courts. We worked for its 
limitation by discriminating judicial application 
and, when that failed, for congressional action. 
We applauded adoption of the Norris-LaGuardia 
Act, 

But it would be blindness itself to see John 
L. Lewis's one-man termination of his con- 
tract with the Government and the order of 
Federal Judge Goldsborough as comparing with 
the situations which the Norris-LaGuardia Act 
outlawed, 

A whole new era of labor legislation has come. 
Labor’s right to bargain collectively has been 
guaranteed by Federal statute. The Wagner Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act is law of the land, 
long since upheld by the Supreme Court. 

To say there is no difference is to deny the 
history of the last 12 years. 

Do the 7,150,000 members of the AFL support 
John L. Lewis in this willful defiance of the 
public opinion and need? Do the 6,000,000 mem- 
bers of the CIO believe he is right? 

One of the things the nation voted against on 
Nov. 5 was irresponsible labor leadership, if it 
can be called leadership. 

Labor is sowing the wind, and sowing the wind 
brings the whirlwind for a harvest. 

But Mr. Lewis is not to be disturbed! 
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Politics in the Supreme Court 

Analyzing the outloek in the Democratic party 
in his column today, Marquis Childs says that 
both Chief Justice Vinson and Justice Douglas 
are being touted as possible Democratic nomi- 
nees for President two years hence if Mr. 
Truman is thrust aside. 

The instinctive reaction is that this is a most 
excellent time to leave the Justices out of presi- 
dential politics, even if they individually have 
to issue an edict to this effect themselves, 

Great issues, loaded with political dynamite, 
are before the Supreme Court or on their way 
there, The court will be the focus—indeed 
already is the focus—of decisions on measures 
to seek balance between the rights of labor, man- 
agement and the public. The question of whether 
the Government, as distinguished from a private 
employer, has the right to seek an injunction to 
prevent what it considers an illegal strike is at 
this moment on its way to the high court. 

The Justices should be in position to decide 
such questions with equal regard for the rights 
of all, without having to think, even subcon- 
sciously, of the political effect on any group in 
particular, They cannot do this if they have 
their eyes on the blinding prize of the presi- 
dency. 
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The problem in UN now appears to be how 
to veto the veto. 


Sound Move for Atomic Peace 

The Citizens’ Committee on Atomic Energy In- 
formation which has been formed in St. Louis 
by 150 representatives of 80 organizations, under 
the inspiration of two atomic scientists, Arthur 
H. Compton and Charles A. Thomas, is a splen- 
did step forward to meet one of the most vital 
issues of the day. 

It is significant that only two days before, 
the Emergency Committee of Atomic Scientists, 
Inc., headed by Albert Einstein and Harold C. 
Urey, had appealed for public subscription of 
$1,000,000 for education on the social implica- 
tions of atomic energy. 

The scientists are moved by “a feeling,” in 
Einstein’s words, “of the heavy responsibility 
which physicists have taken upon themselves by 
the creation of the atomic bomb.” Are millions 
of Americans aware of the same heavy, and per- 
sonal, responsibility? Dr. Thomas believes they 
are not. He is “impressed with the complete 
lack of information” on the part of the public. 

At the same time Bernard Baruch is leading 
a crucial fight in UN to establish international 
controls. He is equipped with a statesmanlike 
plan which the Acheson- Lilienthal committee 
drew up. He is equipped with a fine mind. He 
is equipped with the prestige of the United States 
Government. But he needs, as Dr. Thomas point- 
ed out, one last—and perhaps deciding—source 
of strength: the dynamic support of an informed 
public. 

It is to inform the public, by speeches, pam- 


phlets, motion pictures and any other possible 
means, that the St. Louis citizens’ committee has 
set itself. Few responsibilities today are so grave 
or so urgent. 
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Mr. Conran’s Caliber 


In his appointments in Washington in recent 
months President Truman has risen conspicu- 
ously above the level of “crony government” and 
the payoff of political obligations that marred 
many of his early appointments. In naming 
Julius Krug Secretary of Interior, David Lilien- 
thal chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission 
and Edwin G, Nourse chairman of the Economic 
Advisory-Council—to mention a few examples— 
Mr. Truman acted in the best tradition. 

He can add to his stature by following the 
same tradition in filling local federal offices. 
But if he appoints James V. Conran, Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of New Madrid County, to the of- 
fice of United States District Attorney in St. 
Louis, as Washington dispatches say he is about 
to do, he will be following a quite different and 
inferior pattern, 

Conran is not a distinguished lawyer, and his 
record is marred by long subservience to the 
Pendergast machine in some of its worst epi- 
sodes, Take, for instance, the State Supreme 
Court primary of 1938. This election posed the 
issue of saving the highest tribunal in Missouri 
from being converted into a rubber-stamp for 
the corrupt Kansas City machine, and Conran 
spared neither energy nor invective in trying to 
deliver the court to Boss Pendergast. 

Two years later Conran was ringleader in an 
outbreak of petty vindictiveness against Gov. 
Stark. To penalize the Governor for having led 
the anti-Pendergast forces in the Supreme 
Court fight, Conran tried to deny him the place 
traditionally accorded the State's Chief Execu- 
tive as a delegate to the Democratic national 
convention. 

These episodes tell Conran’s caliber, and they 
mark him as not the man for the office of United 
States District Attorney, where fine discrimina- 
tion must be exercised constantly to keep politics 
from diluting justice. 

President Truman should think again. He 
should rise above friendships of the machine 
days and act with the discernment that has 
characterized his later appointments in Wash- 
ington. , 
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Thanks to George W. Norris 


Were it not for one of the many achievements 
of the late Senator George W. Norris, the coun- 
try would now be getting ready for its lame duck 

. session of the old Congress. Defeated Senators 
and Representatives, even those who lost out 
months ago in the primaries, would be making 
their way back to Washington for a final stand. 
New members, with their fresh mandate from 
the people, would not be scheduled to assemble 
until December, 1947—13 long months after their 
success at the polls. 

All this ‘vas changed by Senator Norris's twen- 
tieth amendment to the Constitution, which was 
ratified in 1933 after a historic 10-year battle 
on the part of Nebraska’s great statesman. Thanks 
to his reform, new Congresses now meet on 
Jan. 3, less than two months after their election. 
Thus was the ancient time-lag, a relic literally 
of ox-cart days, taken out of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 
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As to Police Organization 

Police Board President H. Sam Priest's letter 
to Mayor Kaufmann tacitly admits that the de- 
partment’s record system needs overhauling. 
That need was strongly suggested in the FBI- 
Governmental Research Institute data showing 
that St. Louis has proportionately the largest 
number of civilian police employes among the 
19 largest United States cities. 

Against the indication of general overstaff, 
however, the letter makes an inadequate defense. 
For instance, population gains might indeed 
change St. Louis’s standing as the second most 
heavily manned department, but several large 
cities had much larger gains than ours. The 
strong presumption of the figures still stands; 
refining them further could make St. Louis look 
worse as easily as better. 

It is not our purpose to question the ability or 
devotion of Police Board members. The diffi- 
culty seems to be, rather, that they fall heir to 
an institution without high-grade business man- 
agement. As head of the chain of command, 
the Chief does not have enough time or specific 
experience for management. Board members are 
non-professionals; few can give their full time; 
the membership changes frequently. Such a 
body may do splendid policy-making, but it is 
necessarily a weak tool for day-in-and-out ad- 
ministration. 

The search for greater economy should seek 
out such inherent weakness as well as detailed 
chances to shave the budget. 
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Back to 1609 or the Bahamas 


The return to the United States, after seven 
years’ voluntary exile in the Bahamas, of How- 
land Spencer, who likes the name “Krum Elbow” 
so well he wouldn’t think of living in this coun- 
try without it, is a tantalizingly unfinished story. 
Mr, Spencer says Franklin Roosevelt appropri- 
ated for his neighboring estate on the Hudson 
River the name which Henry Hudson himself 
gave to the Spencer acres in 1609. This new 
deal was, he declared, an unbearable hardship 
after more than 300 years of the old, or 1609, 
deal, so he shook the dust of both Krum Elbows 
off his feet. 

The Republican landslide of Nov. 5 produced, 
among other noteworthy results, the return of 
Mr. Spencer to these shores. He affirms the se- 
quence of cause and effect. But there he curi- 
ously and curiosity-provokingly leaves off. 

For exactly what does Mr. Spencer look to the 
Republican majority in Congress? For an in- 
vestigation into subversive attempts to upset 
the status quo longus, longus ante? For the en- 
actment of a law forbidding people named Roose- 
velt to name places Krum Elbow, the public wel- 
fare requiring it? Neither would be a simple 
matter, even for Republicans. Just on the off 
chance that he finds no substantial change in 
the tribulations of owners of rare old Dutch 
names, Mr. Spencer had better keep a crack in 
that door to the Bahamas.

Earned financial incentives, manufacturer says, cause his company’s 
labor peace and phenomenal success; system involves united pur- 
suit of better “methods with fair division of gains including cus- 
tomers; needs reformed attitudes by owners, managers and workers.

Labor has attained such power that it 
can and does shake the economic structure 
of America when it chooses. But when the 
structure of the whole people shakes, s0 
does the house of labor. . 


It would be rank injustice to ask the 
working man.to cease his efforts to better 
himself so that there will be industrial 
peace in the land. If we are to have peace, 
production and prosperity, something bet- 
ter than a truce or surrender is needed, 


The average worker has learned from 
bitter experience that when work is slack 
he is tossed out in the street, often with 
little thought for his future, No wonder 
then that he considers restriction of output 
necessary to stretch the available work and 
the tenure of his job. 


There is a way to have peace between 
labor and management with high produc- 
tion, high wages and low prices to con- 
sumers, I would like to point to the in- 
centive philosophy in operation at the Lin- 
coln Electric Co., where there has never 
been a strike and the average annual in- 
come of the shop worker is $5000. 


End of Feather-Bedding 


The first step in incentive management 
is to bring about a change in the mind of 
the worker in respect to “feather-bedding.” 
The second is to provide the proper condi- 
tions for the worker to develop his latent 
possibilities, which are well-nigh limitless. 
If crisis and incentive had not developed 
the world’s great men, they would have 
gone to their graves unknown. 


The job facing the world is to give every 
person incentive and opportunity for de- 
velopment. Toward that end we offer these 
suggestions, which have been successful in 
our case: 

Develop and apply a system of piecework 
payment which will properly reward the 
man for all he does with both hand and 
head, especially his head; advance all men 
on merit, filling all better jobs from the 
inside; give men with ambition jobs occa- 
sionally that are beyond them to challenge 
and develop Jatent abilities; make sure that 
all men know what they are doing, why 
and how well; have the whole organization 
share in the prosperity of the company; 
make sure that the worker, customer and 
the stockholder share in the proper way the 
enormous profits which come from the in- 
centive system. 


Small Gain for Stockholder 


Old-line management which decides to 
switch to incentive management will have 
to acquire a new philosophy. The stock- 
holder, especially, must understand why 
his cut of the increased profits is small. 
He is not left out entirely, but his contri- 
bution to the added profits is nothing 
beyond what he did before incentives were 
adopted, : 

The manual worker who claims he pro- 
duces all wealth does not have a valid 
claim, otherwise he could go into business 
for himself and succeed. The common and 
legal claim that ownership should have 
all profits needs closer analysis, because 
much of these profits come from condi- 
tions which cannot be properly claimed as 
the result of efforts by the owners and their 
management, Protective tariffs and price 
agreements are examples of conditions 
which permit profits despite weak man- 
agement, 


Incentives for all workers, including men 
in management, and for investors will go 
far in restoring this country to the system 
of. free competition which made it great. 
Make certain that each man gets his 
fair share of what he has produced and all 
workers will want to produce more than 
ever before... Labor’s part would be in- 
creased enormously, both in actual wages 
and in the increased purchasing power of 
those wages, 

True incentive management is not a 
speed-up or paternalism or generosity to 
workers. On the contrary, it is a way of 
thinking and acting intelligently for the 
selfish interests of the individual. 


Place for Organized Labor 


Labor, organized or unorganized, can and 
must play a vital part in incentive man- 
agement. The brains of all are superior to 
the brains of any one manager, no matter 
how capable he may be. 

Making a union man _  class-conscious 
makes him stagnant. If all are paid alike 
and are held to doing a like amount of 
work, we can be sure American industry 
eventually will disappear in competition 
with foreign industry. But labor has prob- 
lems different from those of management 
and its separate point of view can be best 
developed by organization. At Lincoln 
Electric, this organization takes the form 
of an advisory board which meets every 
other week. 

There are sharp differences of opinion 
at board meetings at times, but all mem- 
bers are agreed on the goal: To make a 
better and better product to be sold at a 
lower and lower price, that piecework is 
the only fair way to reward a worker and 
that a very large part of all savings ef- 
fected in manufacturing methods is to be 
handed on to the consumer, 


Proof of the Pudding 


Lincoln workers have come to realize 
that their bonus in addition to wages is 
not a gift, but money they have earned by 
their own efforts. Under this system, man- 
agement is the guide, not the dictator. It 
organizes and channels the knowledge of 
all for the solution of the various group 
problems. 


How has incentive compensation worked 
in our company since 1933? Production 
per man increased seven times; take-home 
annual wages increased over four times; 
dividends increased three times; people em- 
ployed increased four times; prices reduced 
60 per cent; and dividends have been paid 
continuously for over 25 years, If all eco- 
nomic gains of the system were disre- 
garded, the dignity, freedom and confl- 
dence acquired by men who work under 
such conditions would make incentive man- 
agement desirable. 


There is a way to Industrial peace and 
prosperity. It has been proved in the de- 
pression years of the '30s and the war years 
of the ‘40s. Given half a chance, a true 
incentive system in industry will carry the 
nation'to new heights and establish a new 
conception of what normal prosperity is.

Iran: Power Vacuum 


AMERICANS IN PERSIA. by Arthur C. Milispaugh. 

(Brookings Institution, Washington, 0. C.) 

The failure of American foreign policy 
in the Middle East is described by Mr. Milis- 
paugh in specific detail. It is cold comfort 
that that failure is a reflection of a basic 
inability of Americans to grasp the signifi- 
cance of the events of the times. 


Historically, Old World powers balanced 
off each other, leaving America “isolated” 
to pursue her own destiny, This fortunate 
accident left us free to indulge in pious 
platitudes of democratic ideology until 1917, 
when we suddenly found ourselves fighting 
in a war to restore the power balance in- 
the Old World, The same thing happened 
in 1941. And now, so soon after the end 
of the latest world war, an Old World. 
imbalance again threatens us, this time be- 
cause of the growing power of Soviet Rus- 
sia. 


Like many another spot on the periphery 
of the Eurasian continent, Persia stands at 
a crossroads of Russian and British im- 
perial power, It is thus a test case of the 
effectiveness of American efforts to help 
maintain the world's equilibrium. 


Mr. Millspaugh understands well that 
Persia, or Iran, is a power vacuum, not 
even a “nation,” by American standards, 
but a region victimized by ignorance, graft 
and: exploitation. What he proposes is a 
complex and difficult program of Persian 
rehabilitation with Britain, Russia and 
America all participating—over a period of 
25 to 50 years, 

He was not, however, able to interest the 
State Department in such a practical ap 
proach to foreign policy, Instead, the State 
Department “withdrew” American influence 
from Iran, then when the inevitable hap- 
pened and Russia moved in, American 
statesmen found it comforting merely to 
denounce the Soviet Government, with the 
sort of moral incantations that “worked” 
-——~Or at least did no harm—prior to 1917. 

Mr. Millspaugh’s report in the main is in- 
formed and intelligent.

chapters, These cleverly devised subdivi- 
sions have done much to make the book 
more appealing. Beginning with “Call of 
the Sea” and “Building of the Ship,” they 
take the reader “Outward Bound” to 
“Stormy Seas” and “Calm Sunny Seas,” on 
to “Deep and Dark Blue Ocean” and 
into such adventurous chapters as “Ah 
Blo-o-ws!,” “Ghost Ships,” and “Voice of 
the Sea.”

By What Right? 


By what right? Mr. Lewis con-

tice that he wants a new agree- 
ment, to declare, if he does not 
get the new agreement he wants 
within 15 days, that there is no 
“contract,” and that five days 
after there is no “contract,” his 
miners may strike in order to 
ompel the United States Govern- 
ment to give him a new “con- 
tract.” 


Thus a contract with Mr. Lewis 
may state that it is “for the period 
f Government possession” but, as 
he understands it, it is neverthe- 
l¢ss good only for 30 days. He 
feels morally and legally bound 
for only 30 days at a time. 

To have a “contract” with John 
L. Lewis is never to know when 
he will choose to demand a new 
ontract, and to live with the 
threat of a coal strike hanging 
yver you at the end of any 30-day 
period. 


At His Pleasure.’ 


That, surely, is not much of a 
ontract. For “the terms and con- 
ditions of employment” remain in 
force only at his pleasure. More- 
over, Mr. Lewis asserts—has as- 
serted boldly and unashamedly 
in his letter to Secretary Krug— 
hat he, John L. Lewis, has the 
final say as to what the contract 
means. The contract means what 
e says it means, no more or less, 
he Attorney General to the con- 
rary notwithstanding. 

The United States Government, 
rfhich is the other party to the 
ontract, has in his view no right 
o have tts view of the contract 
impartially construed. On the law 
f the contract Mr. Lewis, says 
Mr. Lewis, may overrule the At- 
orney General.

Lewis has become a contract not 
to have a contract which binds

The strike which he has now in- 
Stigated is not only a repudiation 
of the specific Lewis-Krug con- 
tract but of the very principles of 
any contract. If he is able to gain 
his point here, he will have de- 
stroyed the foundation of all la- 
bor contracts. For he will have 
established the principle that con- 
tracts may be interpreted finally 
and without appeal by one of the 
parties, and that contracts do not 
bind any one for more than a few 
weeks, 


He will also have established his 
right to defy the statutes of the 
United States—in this instance 
the Smith-Connally Act. Thus 
the triumph of John L. Lewis in 
this case would place him, and 
the labor leaders who copied him, 
above the law and beyond the 
reach of contractual obligations. 


Too Lenient Already. 


The offer which the Govern- 
ment has made to him is really a 
greater concession than the public 
interest or his behavior justify. 
The Government has asked him 
only to fulfill his contract for an- 
other 60 days, and has proposed 
to let him reopen it, and let him 
Strike to compel a new agree- 
ment. 

The Government would be well 
within its legal’ and moral rights 
if it held him to the Krug-Lewis 
contract indefinitely, until this 
country and the world are in 
shape to bear the costs of a coal 
strike. For the contract and the 
federal statutes bind him and 
could be enforced to avert thé 
disaster of a coal strike this 
winter. 

But the Government is not in- 
sisting on its undoubted rights. It 
is insisting only that he refrain 
from striking for 60 days while 
a new agreement is negotiated. 
Less than that the Government 
could not ask. More than that it 
could not concede. If it asked 
less and conceded more, the Gov- 
ernment would declare itsélf 
bankrupt, its contracts worthless, 
its laws meaningless, the author- 
ity of government as contempti- 
ble as John L. Lewis is contemp- 
tuous of the authority of govern-

A Glittering Prize. 
If this sounds a little foolish, 


in the light of the Republican 
landslide which has in the past 
always presaged a Republican 


President, it must be remembered 
that the presidency is a glittering 
prize. And hope springs eternal in 
the human breast. 

The immediate goal, of those 
who have their eyes on ‘48, is the 
chairmanship of the Democratic 
National Committee. The present 
ehairman, Robert E,. Hannegan, 
wants to step out, although ac- 
cording to reports, he would like 
to retain the office of Postmaster 
General, which has traditionally 
gone with the chairmanship. Han- 
negan, suffering from the strain 
of overwork, has just had a phys- 
ical checkup in Walter Reed Hos- 

ital. 

According to one report, Han- 
megan will be succeeded by Gov. 
Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma. He 
is said to be the choice of Presi- 
dent Truman. But if the post goes 
to Kerr, he is likely to be no more 
than an interim or caretaker 
chairman. 


Touting Douglas. 


The chairmanship is naturally 
a strategic position for anyone 
with a presidential candidate to 
promote. Gael Sullivan, second as- 
sistant Postmaster General, is one 
of those being backed for Han- 
negan's job. Z 

Possessed of a quick, brilliant 
mind, Sullivan, at the age of 42, 
has had considerable to do with 
running both the Post Office De- 
partment an@ the Democratic 
Committee. Hannegan has pushed 
him forward at every opportunity. 

Not a little of the backing for 
Sullivan comes from the group in 
and out of Government who rate 
as idolaters of Supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas, The 
chief sparker in this group is 
‘Thomas G. Corcoran, the ex-brain- 


truster, who has developed a 
highly lucrative Washington law 
practice.

Hull's resignation 
Was perennially rumored, they pro- 
moted him to succeed Hull. At 
the Democratic convention in Chi- 
cago, they pushed him forward as

The Douglas followers believe 
that Sullivan will back their hero.

WOMEN ARTISTS OPEN 


lery Represent Recent 
Advances. 


A. exhibition of 67 oils and 
water colors by 12 members of the 
St. Louis Women Artists opened 
Tuesday at The Barn, 5522 Delmar 
boulevard. The pictures, many of 
which were painted after the same 
group’s show at City Art Museum 
last winter, indicate several recent 
advances and modifications of 
style by the artists. The exhibits 
will remain on view through 
Dec. 2. 

Dominating the display in size, 
and to a certain extent in inter- 
prctation, is “Iva Zweig,” a life- 
scale portrait by Mary Creamer. 
An air of penetrating directness 
distinguishes the human, pleasant 
woman depicted. Firmness about 
her mouth lends character but 
does not detract from her beauty. 
An unusual feature of the picture 
is that it was done almost en- 
tirely with painting knife, and not 
with brush or palette knife. 

Priest's Portrait. 
Another strong portrait is Vir- 
ginia Bergfeld’s “Father Foley,” a 
study of a muscular young priest. 
His narrowed, blue eyes with a 
faraway look in them suggest 
spirituality. Blond hair and the 
light of his countenance contrast 
effectively with his somber brown 
Franciscan habit. 

Virginia Moberly Schlueter’s 
“Old Stone Porch” excels in treat- 
ment of light and in communi- 
cating palpably the texture of a 
variety of substances. An after- 
noon sun glints among the heavy, 
dark wooden structure of an arbor. 
Mottled gleams are cast on stone 
terrace and wall. The artist’s skill 
in spatial relations is as apparent 
in the execution of the camp chair 
in the foreground as it is in the 
long view across fields to tiny 
buildings in the distance. 

Two cubistic canvases by Ann 
Marie Brown represent rather 
more experimentation than char- 
acterizes the group in general. 
The two are “High, Hills’ and 
“Old Cathedral,” both . subjects 
being so viewed or altered as to 
develop unnatural regularity of 
angle and line 

The more successful painting 
seems to be of the hills, where 
clever use of the device of dark 
trees in the foreground gives an 
enjoyable feeling of space extend- 
ing across brightly tinted fields 
ending against a backdrop of 
angular mountains. 

Approach to an Abstraction. 
By contrast, the almost black- 
and-white abstracted picture of 
the’ church, apparently seen 
through an archway, becomes a 
mere pleasing design, of good 
composition, but flat and limited 
in perspective. 


Other notable paintings are 
“Sugar Creek,” by Mary Hallet 
Gronemeyer, an impressionistic 


water color: “General Store,” by 
Esther Silber Reed, a view of an 
isolated ramshackle building; 
Hazel Goetsch’s untitled water 
color of sailing craft in a small 
town's harbor; “A Good Joke,” by 


Emilie M. Gross, a character 
study of an old woman laughing; 
“Creve Coeur Lake,” by Olive 


Holbert Chaffee, as well as sev- 
eral smaller oils also in the same 
artist’s characteristic style; “Au- 
gust,” by Florence Hazeltine;

The concert given by the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra last 
night under the _ direction of 
Andre Kostelanetz in Kiel Audi- 
torium, was typical of many such 
which have taken place in the 
last few years. Music by Handel 


and Rimsky-Korsakoff was bal- 
anced against Ferde Grofe and 
Jerome Kern, with Enesco's “Rou- 
manian Rhapsody” right in the 


'middle and looking both ways. 


Handel was represented by the 
Concerto for Orchestra and Organ 
a piece which was 
characterized by a contemplative 
lyricism and some bright, ener- 
getic contrapuntal writing. The 
Rimsky-Korsakoff number was 
our old friend “Scheherezade.” Mr, 
Kostelanetz and the orchestra pre- 
sented the concerto with an ap- 
propriate purity of style and

COL. HOWARD TELLS MAYORS 
IN COUNTY ABOUT AIRPORT AID 


Col. James H. Howard, chief of 
aeronautics for the city, has sent 
letters to mayors of 19 cities in 
St. Louis county, outlining the 
possibility of obtaining state aid 
in the construction of airports. He 
also sent a copy of the letter to 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, adding 
the suggestion that the city might 
find it advantageous to join with 
St. Louis county or some of its 
communities in building airports 


near the city limits under the | 


plan. 

The airport program, directed 
by the Missouri State Department 
of Resources and Development, 
specifies that in order to receive 
aid the cities, towns or counties, 
or a combination of them, must 
dedicate the landing fields as 
World War II memorials. The 
state’s portion is limited to a max- 
imum of $10,000, on a matching 
basis, but, Col. Howard pointed 
out, by combining for the con- 
struction of a single airport a 
number of communities could each 
receive that amount. 

The money may be used for any 
type of airport construction ex- 
cept the building of hangars, shops 
or living quarters. Approval of the 
site by the state department and 
installation of at least two turf 
landing strips are required. One 
srip must be at least 1800 feet 
long and 300 feet wide, in the di-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP)— 
Fewer domestic airline passengers 
were killed in relation to miles 
traveled during the first 10 month 
of 1946 than in any previous year. | 

The Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration reported today the ratio 
of passengers killed for each 100,- 
000,000 passenger-miles flown be- 
tween Jan, 1 and Oct. 31 was 1.14. 
'For the corresponding period last 
year it was 2.57. The best previ- 
ous year was 1939, when the ratio 
was 1.19. 

These figures cover only passen- 
gers flying on 20 scheduled air- 
lines in the United States and ter- 
ritories, They do not’ include 
deaths of crew members or fatali- 
ties resulting from accidents to 
private or military flyers or on 
non-scheduled carriers. 

In the first 10 months, the air- 
lines flew 257,171,052 plane-miles 
and 5,071,246,700 passenger-miles. 
(One person traveling one mile is 
a passenger mile). They had five 
accidents in which 58 persons were 
killed. | 

In ‘the corresponding 1945 period a 
the airlines flew 177,849,820 plane- 
miles and 2,914,051,755 passenge:r- 
miles, with seven accidents in 
which 75 passengers died. | 

The worst year since 1939 was 
1942, when the ratio of passenger 
fatalities was 3.66 for each 100,- 
000,000 passenger-miles.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


ITH many other New York- 
ers, I grieve at the passing of 


former Mayor James J, Walker, 
He seemed a part of this great 
mixed city of ours, and if one met 
him at a meeting or at a dinner, 
one was always sure of a laugh. 
He had Irish wit and an Irish 
heart and, although I was only a 
casual acquaintance, I shall miss 
those occasional meetings, He had 
his faults as well as his virtues, 
but I know that there will be much 
deep and sincere grief at his death, 
any many of his friends will hope 
that some day they will see again 
the kindly smile and hear the 
ready word which always fitted 
the occasion. 


Yesterday was a long day. start- 
ing at 9 o'clock with a meeting 
of the United States delegates to 
the U.N. Assembly. Then out to 
Lake Success where, from 11 
o'clock on, we in Committee 3 
discussed the charter of the new 
international refugee organization. 
We were in the committee room 
where simultaneous translation is 
done, so the work progressed rap- 
idjy. That translating system is 
certainly a time-saver and, be- 
cause of my deafness, it is of 
great value to me since it ampli- 
fies the voice of the speaker. 


I marvel at the way the trans- 
lators actually try to put the same 
feeling and expression into their 
voices that the speaker has in his. 
If the speech sounds impassioned, 
the translation may sound just as 
fervid—and you are sometimes a 
little surprised to find that the 
weather or something equally 
harmless is the subject of this 
heated oratory. The Ukranian 
delegate can make an impassioned 
speech at the slightest provoca- 
tion, and now and then our col- 


league from Yugoslavia can do 
the same. 

During the meeting, I reminded 
myself of my school days and 
took to pointing out grammatical 
errors in the amendments! To my 
surprise, when I came back from 
lunch in the cafeteria, my hus- 
band's cousin, Mrs. Warren Rob- 
bins, appeared from a seat in the 
rear of the rom. Some people 
are a constant part of the audience 
and come in day after day, Others 
appear only occasionally, when 
subjects of special interest to 
them are being discussed. 


At a little after 5:30, I went over 
to the General Assembly plenary 
session at Flushing to say a few 
words for our delegation on the 
narcotic-control convention. The 
resolution taking over the nar- 
cotic-control duties of the Learue 
of Nations was passed unani- 
mously. It now remians only for 
the Secretary General to prepare 
the protocol for signatures, and 
then all the countries will be 
notified. Those delegations signing 
it will do so subject to the rati- 
fication of their congresses or 
parliaments, if that is their form 
of government. 


Last evening T heard the Phila- 
delphia orchestra play at Car- 
negie Hall. We were an endless 
time getting uptown because a 
huge crowd had gathered for a 
film premiere and blocked the 
traffic in every direction for sev- 
eral blocks. As a result, we were 
too late for the, first number, The 
second number, a new concerto 
for flute and orchestra by Louls 
Gesensway, had not been played 
in New York City before.

UST AS soon as cooks acquire 
Jeome skill in pastry making, 

they are interested in producing 
beautiful pies as well as good ones 
to eat. To obtain beauty in pies, 
one must work in harmony with 
the nature of the ingredients. 


‘Take the flour for example. Its 


chief constituent is gluten, Gluten 
is the chewing gum-like substance 
that remains in the mouth after 
we chew a mouthful of wheat. It 
stretches and contracts like rub- 
ber, In rolling, the dough must be 
rolled from the center in all direc- 
tions, using uniform pressure with 
every motion so that the gluten in 
the dough is spread evenly fn all 
directions. When the pastry is fit- 
ted into the pan and is trimmed 
and elaborated, it will shrink uni- 
formly and at the end of baking 
will have the same symmetry it 
had in the raw state. To avoid 
shrinking, the pastry should be 
allowed to relax after it is fit.ed 
in the pan before it is trimmed 
and elaborated around the rim, In 
the case of a top crust which al- 
ways has a design cut in for 
steam vents, the pastry should re- 
main on the board until relaxed, 
then when the design is cut it 
will remain the same througtr the 
baking. If the design is-cut or the 
edge of the pie is fluted before the 
pastry is relaxed, there will al- 
ways be a distortion in the crust, 
Pumpkin Pile.

On Treating 
Cross-eyes 


In Children 


By Herman N. Bundesen, 
M. D. 


N THIS day and age there is 
J ite reason why any’ child 

should have to go through life 
with cross-eye because there are 
few cases of this beauty-destroy- 
ing handicap which will not re- 
spond to proper treatment IF it is 
begun early enough, 


In fact, perfect results can be 
obtained in many instances only 
if correction begins as soon as the 
defect appears. On the other hand 
even adults who have cross-eye 
can be helped by operations which 
will make the eyes look straight 
even though they will not restore 
perfect vision. 


In the child, however, there is 
every chance that normal vision 
can. be secured along with restora- 
tien of the appearance. Hence, 
parents should always take the 
child to an eye specialist the mo- 
ment cross-eye is noticed, Early 
treatment will not only keep the 
condition from becoming worse, 
but it may save years of treat- 
ment later and, possibly, make op- 
eration unnecessary. 
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According to Dr, Mary Pugh of 
England, a child who has devel- 
oped cross-eye, say between the 
ages of one and five years, will 
need to be under careful observa- 
tion and treatment until he is in 
his teens, The amount and kind 
of treatment will depend on the 
kind of disorder present. 


The most essential part of this 
treatment is to develop full vision 
of each eye separately, 


Development of vision .in the 
eyes is carried out by keeping one 
eye covered for varying periods of 
time, and by the use of eye exer- 
cises. The second point in the 
treatment is that eye glasses to 
correct any error in vision are 
worn and, if possible, these are 
fitted to the eyes soon as the 
cross-eye is noticed. The glasses 
may be fitted to the eyes even 
during the early part of the sec- 
ond year of life. 
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Operations to correct cross-eye 
in children at this early age, as a 
rule, are not done. 


The third step in the treatment 
is to develop what is called nor- 
mal binocular vision, which means 
that the child looks at objects 
with both eyes and then fuses the 
images. This, as a rule, cannot be 
undertaken until the child is about 
five years of age, and is accom- 
plished by the use of exercises. 


Finally, in cases which caffnot 
be corrected in other ways, opera- 
tion may be required and if it is, 
Dr. Pugh advises that great care 
must be used in carrying out exer- 
cises at home to keep the vision

S dancing to become a lost art? 
| movie trends say yes. Pos- 

sibly dancing will never sink to 
the very depths, but if the rum- 
blings in Hollywood mean any- 
thing—and they invariably do 
about all manners and customs— 
then the hoofer is in for sparse 
months ahead, 

The screen has definitely decid- 
ed or. a turnback from the musi- 
cal picture and it is from the 
musical, of course, that dancers 
are spawned and developed. 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer recently an- 
nounced cancellation of several 
importantly planned musicals 
with big dancing sequences, So 
did 20th Century-Fox. Both stu- 
dios have been foremost in pro- 
pelling the song-and-dance film 
to its high pinnacle in recent 
years, Warner Bros. originals of 
the music-and-dance extrava- 
ganzas, long ago threw them on 
the discard list. 

There'll be a sudden reversal 
some day. Music and dancing 
have gone on the film shelf many 
times before, but have always en- 
joyed a renaissance. However, 
not since the talkies swept in on 
Hollywood has there been such a 
definite blackout as 1946 placed 
on this type of presentation. 
Dancing schools around the nation 
have felt the effect this year, as 
never before, and that is pretty 
forceful proof that the movies do 
h ve their effect on our habits. 

When Fred Astaire, after mak- 
ing “Blue Skies,” hung up his 
dancing shoes only Gene Kelly ap- 
peared on the scene as a serious 
claimant to Fred's title as Number 
One male dance star. 

Meanwhile, Eleanor Powell, 
Ginger Rogers and other feminine 
dancers have gone into semi-retire- 
ment or have switched to straight 
roles. Even Rita Hayworth, in 
the sensationally successful 
“Gilda,” went almost completely 
dramatic and used a couple of 
dancing specialties only as a side- 
line. 

Hollywood once built entire pro- 


ductions around dance routines, 
such as the Astaire-Rogers series 
starting in 1933 and the spectacu- 
lar eye-fillers staged by Bushy 
Berkeley for the Warner outfit. 
Kut today the dances seen on the 
acreen are limited to a few flashes, 
Instead of relying altogether on 
hoofing, the modern musical builds 
its appeal on gtar names, story 
and hit parade music.
